Sapper J. J. Duffleld, who was 
for some time in the Advocate 
office before joining the colous, 
writes the following letter to the 
editor of the High River Times:- 
Somewhere in France 
Dear Mr. Clark, 

You will no doubt be surprised 
to loam that 1 am already at the 
front and have been for some 
time. We left Borden for Shorn- 
cliffe shortly after 1 wrote you, 
where the 9th Field company 
was formed, and 1 was lucky in 
getting picked for it We are 
having a great time out here, 
right up at the firing line and at 
the present time there is an ar¬ 
tillery duel going on between the 
Germans and British. Firing 
never ceases here, so you can 
imagine what it is like. They 
take a notion to shell our camp 
occasionally and then it is every 
one for cover, but as yet we have 
had no casualties. German aer¬ 
oplanes come over us every day 
to reconnoitre, and they surely 
get a lively welcome from our 
air-craft guns. It is a splendid 
sight to see shells bursting 
around the planes, the aviators 
taking no notice of them, just 
sailing back and forth calmly 
dropping bombs in our trenches, 
giving us some close calls. 

I was agreeably surprised to 
get The Times, and noticed a 
paragraph from a letter from H. 
Richards, praising the Canadian 
boot, and I back his opinion of 
them. I would sooner have one 
pair of Canadian boots than half 
a dozen pairs of the English 
boots, and when we came over

cheapness of the labor available to 
manufacture there; the industry seems 
to hsvs made remarkable progress, 
fliey are «*xi*orting at a low price and 
I'mve already got into touch with 
Canadian users. This Quebec supply 
touches the glass industry, too. for 
the by-product is a purs silica-sand, 
which ia suitable for Die manufacture 
of glass nnd sandpaper, -and is utilis- 
ible as moulding sand and for other 
purpose*.

Th. dffbtft rendered accessible by 
the Canadian Northern is supposed to 
he many thousands of feet in depth, 
ami is pure while in shade, and ex¬ 
perts consider that the higher 
grades of porcelain and pottery may 
be manufactured, and of course, in¬ 
sulators as well. Success in the burn¬ 
ing of Die clay into the various pro¬ 
ducts of a high grade, depends 
greatly upon the character of the 
fuel. As firewood is abundant and 
cheap in Northern Quebec, the Can¬ 
adian deposit appears to have been 
placed in the best environment.

What Farmers Need Mars Frequent 

Contact with Fallow Man to 
Stimulate Mental Action 

Just now there are all aorta of thoo- 
ries put forth as to tho need of the 
farmer— agitation on tho subject of { 
form credits, increased marketing 
facilities, more and better co-operation 
along the lines of production of farm 
products, their sale and proper pre¬ 
paration (or the coiinumer All these 
and many rnqre worthy subject# ere 
being pressed upon the attention of 
the farmer. And yet progress is very 
slow. Why? For the reason Dist the 
ons first and greatest need of Die 
farmers must be met before these 
other things can follow. What is that 
need? A broader cultivation of the 
mind, so,that we as furmers can suc¬ 
cessfully grasp these problems of the 
farm. We do not realise aa wu should 
that Die isolation of our farm life 
breeds a mental sloth and indiffer¬ 
ence, makes us dull and unresponsive 
to mental action As a consequence 
all these good things that are put be¬ 
fore us for adoption are imperfectly 
comprehended. We must comprehend 
better than we do the true philosophy 
and effect upon our minds of tlT# kind 
of s life we are living. We must see 
that it is not our toil that makes us 
whst we are so much as a lack of con¬ 
tact with one another and Die out¬ 
side world. The cities and villages i re 
the great centres of mental activity. 
Why? Not because the people there 
toil less, but rather that they have 
greater and more frequent coutact 
with each other. 

The old Bible was right when It 
said, "os iron sharoeneth iron so doe# 
the countenance of a man that of his 
friend." Larger contact makes the 
city and village people more keenly 
alive to what Uiey need as a class. 
Hence they co-operate together more 
readily to ohtoiq what they ne««d m 
the way of education of their children, 
the building of good streets, sewer¬ 
age, electric lighting, and the agita¬ 
tion of public questions that effect the 
welfare of all. 

Of course'the concentration of ’if«- Iri 
these centres brings with It Mftaia 
evils. Any form of life has its own 
evil, farm life as well ss all other#. 
But the great fact remains that close 
oontact among men promotes mental 
activity and a lack of that contact 
promotes mental dullness. Now right 
st this point occurs the supreme need 
of every farmer's life. He must take 
extra effort to arouse his powers of 
mind, to increase his intelligence in 
order that he may see in their right 
light the problems that confront him. 
To this end he must become his own 
schoolmaster; supply himself with 
that class of reading that will stimu¬ 
late his power to think and axercise 
good judgment

Neverrk, ths French Aviator, Has

Naverre is one of the national names 
I of France and a wholesome terror to 
the aviators of Germany. A lew weeks 
•go he brought down three machine* 
of the enemy in the clouds above the 
sectors occupied by the Huns in the 
Verdun battle area. That made eight 
in all since he took to flying a tew 
months alter the war began. 

When ho had finished hi* triple 
victory at Verdun, he complained of 
the breakfast that was given him. 
cursed his fate that hs had not 
wrought havoc upon four of the Ger¬ 
man air craft, and ‘Uttered a diasent 
against having to go to bed. Which 
simply means that Naverro has s 
temperament. He can be angry, too, 
when out of sight *n the heavens. 

His observer on one occasion made 
him intensely wroth. When only 
about a hundred feet away from a 
German machine Ins companion fired 
at the aeroplane, and misaod, Naverre 
immediately flew borne, descended 
and opened a fire of vituperation up¬ 
on his unfortunate second.

Grain Transportation 

Under Normal Weather Conditions 
Railways Should bo able to 
Handle the Crop 

immediately after the recent open¬ 
ing of navigation ou the St. Lawrence 
lakes, them was a rush for vessel ac¬ 
commodation tor tha transportation 
of grain to tide water. About four 
million bushels of wheat were shipped 
from Fort Arthur and Fort William 
in vessels in the three weeks prior to 
the 22nd of April, inclusive. More 
than double this amount had been 
brought out -by rail after the season 
of navigation closed last December, 
and during the same Interval there 
were si Upped by the same route near¬ 
ly a million snd a luarter bushels of 
oats, and small quantities of barley 
and flax. On the 22nd there were In 
stocks awaiting shipment in vessel* 
27,604.000 bushels of wheat, 9,362.652 
of oats, I .943.662 of barley, nearly a 
million of flax. 

It would be unwise to infer from 
the experience of last winter that the 
railway companies cannot profitably 
handle the transportation of grain 
after the closing and before the open¬ 
ing of navigation. Owing to tho very 
abnormal conditions that prevailed 
during the winter there was a great 
scarcity cl freight cars, which mav 
not occur next winter. The immedi¬ 
ate effect was to raise factitiously the 
price ol a heat that happened »o be 
stored either at or near the head of 
ocean navigation. Had there been no 
shortage of cars much more wheat 
might have been earned east from 
Winnipeg, thus making a better show, 
ing for the railways thsn the bare 
statistics of this year would indicate 
—Toronto Globe. 


Profess r Oman Ssys That German Fifhtinf Forces ire Soon 
To Suffer Through Lack of Men, and That the Heavy 
Casualties are Having a Depressing Effect 

> - O-«- 

"Lord Kitchener la reported to have 
•aid from the first that this will be a 
long war. I consider that its ending 
will prove to be more a question of 

G ychology than of military happen- 
gs. But. in turn, it seems that mili¬ 
tary happenings alone -st*li_ produce 
that state of public feeling in the 
belligerent countries upon which 
peace can be founded." 

Bo Professor Oman, ihe distinguish¬ 
ed Oxford historian, answered a ques¬ 
tion of the New Tor* Times corres¬ 
pondent as to when and through what 
steps he thought the war would end. 

In 1884 Professor Oman brought out 
his first volume. “The Art of War in 
the Middle Ages.” Since that date, as 
a study of his published works will re- 
call, he has probably authoritatively 
•xpiained more wars to more students 
of history than any other living his¬ 
torian. And hia vies* up4n the pres¬ 
ent war arc interesting Tor further 
reasons. From the v,-ry beginning he 
has occupied a responsible post in 
connection with the censorship, and— 
what is really more important—hw 
typifies a "university influence" 
which in England traditionally »ila at 
\he right elbow of statesmen. 

"My work In connection with the 
oensorships keeps German newspapers 
In my hands about eight hours a 
day," he continued, "and 1 can’t help 
feeling that the Germans are ready 
for peace. But. for peace only upon 
Impossible terms. There is more fight¬ 
ing to be done." * 

"This means, then." I said, as Pro¬ 
fessor Oman paused and looked re¬ 
flectively into the wre, "that many 
precious lives are yet to be lost; that 
Stitt deeper layers of the world’s 
wealth are yet to be wasted away; 
ill at agonies of all sorts are yet to be 
endured. Therefore, professor, would 
you hold the immediate substitution 
of negotiations for battles to be de¬ 
plorable’" 

"Not by any mean*. If posaible." 
ne answered quickly, "but what is 
the use when each side’s terms are 
too far apart, when one side feels that 
they are on top today and the other 
aide rightly mindful of the price they 
have airendy paid. >a profoundly con¬ 
fident that they will be on top to¬ 
morrow? It is a high duty to see that 
in any case Germany's force-philoso¬ 
phy does not profit her. We have un¬ 
dertaken to see this w«r through to 
a successful end, and we have very 

r l reasons for believing that we can 
this if we only hang on. 

"Let us take, for instance, the Ger¬ 
man casualties. A recent estimate by 
Colonel Keppington. the military cor¬ 
respondent of The 1 lines, pretty ac¬ 
curately represents what the Germans 
have acknowledged. Out of a total 
available 9,000.000 men it la more 
than conservative to say that 2.700,- 
000 are already out of action for good 
A simple calculation will show how 
such losses, tfven taking into account 
the classes which are yearly called 
to the colors, must in the end exhaust 
their reserves. And. this being the 
ease, it is demonstrable that their 
fighting forces will eventually suffer 
through lack o tmen. 

"The way In which they made their 
casualties public is very significant 
At the commencement of the war they 
printed the most elaborate details of 
•ve y casualty; the p'ace and date of 
the action were given, the character of 
the wound stated, and sometimes it 
was even told where the man was in 
hospital All of this, too, wu allowed 
to b* reprinted in the newspapers. 

But now the German papers are not 
allowed to reprint or even to com¬ 
ment upon the caaualtles, and the 
full details as given in the earlier 
months of the war, are no longer 
stated in the official lista. The norm- 
al German regiments are so local that 
when a battalion is exterminated the 
local affect would be too depressing, 
u Indeed it has proved 
"But there ere a number of Inter¬ 
esting things besides this, which s 
constant comparison since the war of 
the British and German press brought 
home to me One is the very careful 
and astute 'editing’ and garbling 
which news from English papers re¬ 
ceives. and aven American news. fn?| 
that matter Colonel Harvey, for in- 
stance, was probably astonished when 
passages from an article cf his en¬ 
titled ’England Tods/, which appear 
•d in the January numhe* of The 
North American Review, wer* joyfully 
quoted out of their contexts by the 
Hamburger Nachrichten as substanti¬ 
ating British atrocities 
"Then It is most interesting to see 
how ‘inspired’ leaders, or. ss you say. 

•clitorisIs. appear simultaneously in 
ouch differently motived papers as the 
Socialistic Vorwarta, ami. let us say. 
a militaristic and agrarian mouth¬ 
piece like the Deutsche Tagesaeitung 
The official character of these articles 
gives itself away by the simulUrirous 
appearance and identical wording, and 
they seem to me to be appearing more 
frequently now than during the earl¬ 
ier stages of the war This indicates 
that the people need encouraging, and 
la just one more bit of evidence that 
makes it clearly expedient, as well 
as our duty, to k#ep on affecting Ger¬ 
man pyachology." 

Professor Oman st»>i.,«d talking, and 
walked across ths room to where some 
bookshelves, which covrred s quarter 
of the whole wall space, were hunt¬ 
ing with volumes dealing with the 
American civil war. "I am looking.** 
he explained, "to see if it *u Gen¬ 
eral Robert K Lee, who apoka of duty 
aa the ‘sublirr.eat’ word in the Eng¬ 
lish language " 


Back-Yard Gardena 

Production of Foodstuffs in Largs or 
Small Quantities Will Help 
The Empire 

Every citiion can tender service in 
the production of foodstuffs. Even 
in M heart vt populous cities some¬ 
thing can frequently be done. C'el- 
ars and roofs have been utilised (or 
thu purpose in New York. One fact 
worth bearing in mind is that every 
ounce of needed produce grown is so 
much added to the wesilth of the 
country. If some part of the energy 
of every boos e h older in Canada wen 
bent upon producing something eat¬ 
able, no matter how small, thousands 
of tons of valuable produce would be 
forthcoming, all of which, whether 
consumed in the household or not. 
would help to make available for wa¬ 
in other ways an cnaal quantity and 
would aid in modifying the cost of 
living. Last year considerable pro¬ 
gress was made in the appropriation 
of seemingly waste land in towns and 
cities to useful purposes. Considerable 
success was achieved and this year it 
ta not to be doubted the experiment 
will be extended with greater results 
In fact in many centres plans made 
last fall or during the winter are al¬ 
ready being carried out. 

Germany has laid down utilixation 
of the land—every foot of land—as 
one of her first principles Every inch 
of land, according to the Teutonie pro¬ 
clamation. that is not used is so much 
if Mm country’s tesourcea wasted, 
trance has adopted a regulation to 
the effect that every bit of space must 
be utilised for production; (ailing this 
being done by the owner the state is 
to take posecMion. Biitain has given 
orders that golf courses and all mea¬ 
dow land are to be used for graxing 
purposes, and that previous pastures 
are to be put down in crops. Private 
parks are also being wooded out. and 
the land devoted to practical agricul¬ 
ture. A campaign is being conduct¬ 
ed. having for its object the utilisation 
of back-yard gardens and all manner 
of vacant land. Thus the chief bel 
bcereuta are setting the world an ex- 
Mhple In production and thrift that 
Canada would be wise to profit by as 
widely as possible, and that munici¬ 
palities and public bodies should do 
their utmost to encourage. 

Scores of reports of the operations 
carried on In the season of 1915 by 
small householders sneak of produce, 
being grown worth from twenty five 
to fifty dollars, every dollar of which 
means so much added to the wealth 
of the country as well as saved In 
th« cost of living Financial profit 
is not the only gain forthcoming I#»w- 
sons of thrift and industry are incul¬ 
cated. and the whole household, from 
the oldest to the youngest corno under

also have the gratification of eating 
fresh vegetables, the enjoyment of 
which is tremendously enhanced by 
The proud knowledge that they are 
home-growQ. What the families can¬ 
not eat themselves they have the 
pleasure of giving or selling to some 
charity. It is hard to imagine any 
greHter or more enduring satisfaction 
that a household in modest circum¬ 
stances can sxperieucc than that to be 
derived as the reward of loving in¬ 
dustry in a back-yard garden.

Miracle Wheat 

Popular Idsas Regardl r% Alleged Pro¬ 
ductivity ef Certain Varieties 
ef Wheat 

The United Blais department of 
agriculture uispoaes o* Ui« "miracle ’ 
wheat uica in the loUowiug state- 
meiit. 

ibe notion that there is a wonder¬ 
ful wheat which will make the tor- 
tune of anyone who plants it teems 
u> be almost aa old as agriculture it* 
self, iu tills country, at least, such 
au aasertiou was made for the so- 
called Jerusalem wheat as early aa 
lb7o. and unuer the name of Alaaka 
wheat, thu muntical variety u atiii 
being pushed upon the uupqry at ex¬ 
orbitant prices lor veed. Almost equal¬ 
ly exaggerated claims are made lot 
the Burner variety, but thu particular 
wheat has hot such a long history. 

Because of the many altempU made 
by promoters to lout this wheat un¬ 
uer one name or 'another on the farm¬ 
ers of the country, the United btatea 
uepartmeut of agriculture has made 
careful testa of their value In bulletin 
357 the results ol these tests are said 
to show conclusively that ucither of 
these Varieties of wheat possesses any 
peculiar quality which justifies high 
prices for the seed. 

As a dialler of fact, the ao-called 
Alaska wheat belongs to the Foulard 
sub-spec its Foulard wheau are grown 
to some extent in the Mediterranean 
region of Europe, but not to any com¬ 
mercial extent in thu country. The 
teats of the wheat made by the de¬ 
partment of agricu.lur* in a number 
of dillcrent conditions have never re¬ 
sulted in cxtraoruuiary yields and. In 
many instances, not even fair yields 
have beuu obtained. Milling testa 
nave allown also that in this respect 
Alaska wheat is not aa good as many 
oUier wiueiy grown varieties. 

These facU, however, have not pre¬ 
vented the promoters at various times 
from asserting that yields of from 1UU 
to 222 1-2 bushels su acre can be ob¬ 
tained from thu whuat. 

These pretensions have been bolster¬ 
ed up by financial explanations of 
its origin. According to one author¬ 
ity the probabilities are that the Jer¬ 
usalem wheat, which Dr. Kcenilo had 
in 1807, originated in Palestine. A 
traveler brought a small sheaf of it 
back with him to Ireland and hung 
it aa a sign above the alehouse which 
he kept in Dublin. 

A farmer chanced tn pick up some 
seeds from the sheaf, planted them, 
and some years later sold the produce 
of several acres at about $3.60 a lb. 
Some of thu seed was brought over 
to America and distributed among the 
members of the Fhiladciphia Society 
(or the Fiomotion of Agriculture. In 
this wgy it probably came to the 
knowledge of Dr. Kecmle- The mem¬ 
bers of the society, however, do not 
appear to have appreciated it, for it 
created no stir in this country. 

This is the most authentic explana¬ 
tion of lU introduction that we huve. 
A favorite story with pcvniolers is to 
the effect that whoa the coffin of an 
Egyptian mummy 3.000 or 4.000 years 
old was opeued some wheat was 
found in it. the seed was planted, 
but only a tingle kernel grew. 

Thu, however, was a wonderful 
yieidcr and very ditierfnt from any 
other wheat known. Thu story is re¬ 
sponsible for such names as “Mum¬ 
my.” ’’Wheat 3.000 Years Old,” 
"Egyptian" and "Miracle ** 

It Is, of course, an absurdity, for 
even under the moil favorable condi¬ 
tions seeds of wheat do not keep their 
vitality more than a lew years. 

In 1908 this wheat was brought for¬ 
ward again, this time not as a pru- 
dmt of Egypt, but ol Alaaka. It was 
asserted that an Idaho farmer hod 
found in a secluded spot of the Alas¬ 
kan coast a wheat plant with a 
branched hoad. He had brought back 
one head, sowed its seed that fall (in 
1904). obtained 7 pounds to sow in 
1906. and by 1906 had 1.545 pounds, an 
increase of 220 fold. From this it 
wss argued that one bushel of seed 
per acre would produce 220 bushels. 
A seed grain company had obtained 
the seed from the farmer and would 
dispense it at the rale of $20 a bushel. 

Upon investigation the department 
found that about 700 acres of the 
wheat were being crown for the com¬ 
pany in Idaho. The averaxe yield an 
acre was estimated, not at 220 bushel# 
but at 25 bushels. 

This investigation was followed by 
a warning BOUOS from Ilia dUMU 
and also by a fraud order from tin 
poatoffics department against the ad¬ 
vertising material circulated by the 
company. In spite of th4* fact, how- 
ever, another campaign was begun in 
1909 .and in 1915 the wheat was ac¬ 
tually placed on exhihilion at the 
Panama-Facific exposition. Last year 
also the same wheat was offered lor 
sale at $7 a bushcT - under the name of 
Kgyptan soveu-heah.nl wheat. At 
other times this wjleat has been sold 
under the name* of Eldorado, many 
Headcd, Many-Spiked, Multiple-Head- 
ed, Keed Smyrna. Syrian and Wild 

Goose 

Tho claim* made hr the promoter# 
of the “Stoner” or ’^Miracle” wheat 
are fully a# ex ape •-rated, thodgh less 
romantic, than those of the Alaska 
advocated. 

According to the discoverer, in the 
epring of he noticed a luge 

bunch of gran# in hr* garden, which, 
whoa headed, proved to bo whsal It 
h«d 142 stein* or tiller*, and he be¬ 
came convinced that its remarkable 
tillering capacity would make it a 
verv wonderful wheat. 

The three great advantage* which 
he asserted that this wheat possessed 
were that it would outyield any other 
variety anywhere, that it sent up more 
stein* from one seed than any other 
variety of wheat, and that 2H pound* 
of seed an acre produced ttye maxi¬ 
mum yields, while other varieties re¬ 
quired 130 pounds. 

The*« assertion* were investigated 
by the deportment in much more eg. 
tensive experiments than it made with 
the Alaska wheat. The test* show 
that the Stoner wheat is not so good 
as some of the wheats now grown in 
the eastern half of the United States, 
but. is somewhat better than othera 
On the whole, it is of averag* value 


The Gasoline Shortage 

Western Canada May Plan an Im¬ 
portant Part in Solving 
tho Difficulty 

Hard on the wheels of the automo- 
bile cornea a problem bora of its 
popularity. Ten years ago the auto¬ 
mobile was built for men of wealth. 
Its cost made U the symbol of that 
class which does not nnnd the price. 
With a one-lunger at fifteen hundred 
dollars, and the more advanced two 
and four cy Under ears al twioe that 
figure, the dream ol the horseless 
carriage as the universal vehicle was 
utopian indeed. 

But inventors and manufacturer* 
assured the public tha dream would br 
realised. Ihe prices o! a decade ago 
wars due to costly experiments, ex¬ 
clusive patents, and limited produc¬ 
tion. These conditions would pass 
away. One maker said he would build 
a car so cheap that the man who could 
not afford to keep a horse and buggy 
would drive it. This promise had been 
lib-rally fulfilled. In the United Btates 
alone there are today 2,226.000 automo¬ 
biles .in use. cornpar -d with 85,000 in 
1905, and 1Q.OOO in 1809. Th* automo- 
bile rides on the crest of popularity 

And born of this popularity comes 
s problem, foreseen only by the more 
astute A gun without powder and a 
locomotive without coal are of exactly 
the same service a* an automobile 
without gasoline. Enormous efforts 
have been made by the oil Industry 
to keep pace with the demand. The 

production of gasoline In the United 
States has been increased from 6.600.- 
000 barrels in IH99 to 41.flr0.000 barrels 
in 1915, an increase of 512 per cent. 
Hut in the same period the automo¬ 
biles in use increased 22.150 per cent 
not to speak of the motor boats, motor 
trucks, farm tractors. gas«dine engines, 
motor cycles and aeroplanes. 

The situation raced is an unusual 
one. When a shortage occurs in wheat, 
or cotton, or beef, or manufactured 
products, the rising price induces a 
greater production, and the balance 
is, at least in some degiee, restored 
But gasoline is a natural product, 
which; when consumed, cannot be re¬ 
stored. There is Ju*l so much gaso¬ 
line in the bowels of the earth : when 
it has kMl pumped out. there will he 
no more gssoline. And already ihe 
day of exhaustion seem* near at hand 
Secretary of the Interior Lane, of the 
United state*, finds that some oil 
fields are already 93 per cent, exhaust¬ 
ed, and many of the bigg« st fi Ids are 
ever fifty per cent, exhausted. Worse 
still, the best gssoline fields are being 
exhausted first. The average produc¬ 
tion for 1915 was 6 1-2 gallons of crude 
oil to one gallon of gasoline, but in 
some of the big field* remaining, 
forty gallons of crude oil are required 
to produce one gallon of gasoline. 

The matter is one ol peculiar inter- 
est to Western Caned* With a pros¬ 
perous farming community, a country 
of great distances and good natural 
roads.

With millions of ar»«* of fertile/floil 
unbroken by root or stonqpWestern 
Canada offers fields for motor traction 
unknown in other lands With the 
steadily increasing industrial import¬ 
ance of mixed agriculture, calling for 
the gasoline engine «.n every farm, the 
question of power supply is one of 
first importance. 

And it may be that Western Canada, 
which it so keenly interested in this 
question, will play a big part in its 
solution. Already oil wih a very high 
gasoline content has been tapped In 
Alberts, and it is impossible to say 
what ths future may bring forth in 
oil development in the province 
Enormous quantities of wet gas (nat¬ 
ural gaa saturated with gasoline) are 
blowing into the atmosphere. By dis¬ 
tillation this gasoline can be saved, 
and some success has already attended 
efforts in that direction. 

Then there is the possibility of a 
substitute liquid to take the place of 
gasoline. Bcience is looking towards 
alcohol, which can co produced from 
many vegetable matters, and with 
great suces* from potatoes. According 
to Government returns Alberta grows 
more potatoes to the acre than any 
state in tho United States, and these 
potatoes are grown on cheap land com 
pared with land vau«d at one hund 
red dollars an acre and more After 
potatoes have been used in the manu¬ 
facture of alcohol, the by-prbduct 
makes an excellent feed for stock. If 
the imagination could giasp the un¬ 
occupied millions of Alberta’s rich 
acres producing poUt/**s for the man¬ 
ufacture of alcohol, with the by-pro¬ 
duct- being converted into beef, both 
gasoline snd meat problems of civili¬ 
sation would be on a fair way to solu¬ 
tion.

Will Develop Resources 

C. P. R. Makes Plant For Instituting 

Department ef Research 

In discussion the plan of Lord 
8haughiu?»*y, recently announced, ol 
ualabhthing a department of re# ar h 
in connection with Canadian railway 
affairs, the Manitoba Frev Frcaa sa,a 
editorially. 

“In writing of the foresight, the 
breadth of uu-ntal gruap and the Im¬ 
agination which are essential to *eal 
efficiency in both statesmanship and 
in caplaiucy in industrial dvvclujt- 
ment K. G. Wells point# out that 
thtfte two forms of constructive lead¬ 
ership have a great deal in common. 
That bird Minughm-ssy, ef the C. F. 
R., furnish. * * case lit point, is 
brought freshly in evidence by the 
announcement that he has made ar¬ 
rangement* for the carrying on by a 
specially chartered geological, ofi* mi 
cal gAlogists, metoriogists, metallur¬ 
gists. engineer# and managers of re¬ 
search work iu regard to the natural 
resources snd industrial possibilities 
iu the territory served by that railway 
system. Notwithstanding* the ad¬ 
vances made iu the past quarter of a 
century, only a small fraction of Un¬ 
natural resources of the Dominion 
haa as yet been turned into practleal 
account. Our country hu* gold, all 
ver. platinum, lead, ainc, antimony. 
oiUhale. asUstos, mica, nickel, co¬ 
balt, manganese, magnesite, graphite, 
talc, felspar, ami other minerals, be¬ 
sides iron and coal, which have not 
been investigator with anything like 
acientific thoroughness. And th6 min¬ 
eral resources are only one d< part- 
ment of Canada's great natural en¬ 
dowment. 

"Aa an Jllustration of the alow- 
ne*» of the development of such re¬ 
source* in many ca* -a it may la* men¬ 
tioned that at the time when the 
management of that railway system 
decided to use Canadian hardwoods 
for decoration and liiU rior work in 
coaches and in hotels, ami in other 
buildings, it was found that the source 
of supply was very limited. Although 
the haruwood resource# of our coun¬ 
try are imm-nsr, there had le-cn little 
development of these resources, and 
foreign woods were being largely im¬ 
ported. 

‘‘The parent company of the Cana¬ 
dian organisation which Lord Shaugh- 
uesay announces the establishment 
of. with headquarters st Montreal, is 
known the world over for work In 
chemical, metallurgical and other re¬ 
search work, which its experts have 
done, while the purpose is princi¬ 
pally to make the moat of natural r»*- 
•ourers and industrial possibilities in 
the country served by the C. P. R.. 
everything possible m addition will 
be done, it is announced to aid the 
work of securing for Canada the place 
where vast and varied wealth of nat¬ 
ural resources (provided intelligence 
and energy be used in making the 
most of the possibilities they present.) 
should command in lha world’s in¬ 
dustrial market.'* 

Lake of Pure Soda 

Valuable Possession Soon to be Ac¬ 
quired by Great Britain' 

It la reported that before the war 
one of the largest importers of soda 
in Great Britain, had arqufH-d vast 
lakes in British East Africa with the 
object of bringing about a startling 
reduction in the price of soap. On 
(he outbreak of th* war that ambi¬ 
tion was scorched, but not killed. 

General Bmutx, by his recent vic¬ 
tories in Umbugive and Salanga is 
bringing ths day perceptibly nearer 
when the other great soda lake* in 
East Africa belonging to tha enemy 
* ill become one of th* new 00 * 4*111 
of the British Empire. A* soda en¬ 
ters largely into the manufacture of 
soap, the soap king referred to may 
soon ace the realisation of hie laud¬ 
able dream. 

Be that aa it may. it is certain that 
the capture of the great German col¬ 
ony will form one of the great prises 
of war. 

The colony la the largest an<J moo! 
profitable of the German colonies 
with 7.515.601 inhabitants. The va¬ 
ried resources of a i4*rritory nearly 
twice as large aa Franca arc im¬ 
mense 

Among the known eodic deposit# 
some are subterranean .while many 
others in the desert re;* ons of west¬ 
ern America. Bouth America. Africa, 
Turkestan, etc., an* on the surface. 

It may be noted in this connection 
that an important discovery, made 
recently in the centre of the African 
continent, was announced shortly be¬ 
fore tha war by Paul Ke#tncr, the 
eminent engineer of Lille. To the 
east of the great Lake Victoria and 
about 200 miles from the ahore of the 
Indian Ocean i* a lake with an area 
of al*>ut twenty-live square miles, 
formed apparently of one single mus« 
of solid acsquirnrhonate of ooda, al¬ 
most chemically pure According to 
Mr. Trowbridge. *n English engineer 
who has explored It, soundings at 
various points of Lake Magadi found 
no bottom at nine feet Possibly the 
depth is twice, three times, or even 
ten time*, as ipeat as this 

“Mr.’Trowbridge notes that the take 
is fed by many stream* that bring 
to it water charged, and sometimes 
saturated, with carbonate of #oda. 
which show* that the real deposit is 
not the lake itself, hut that there is 
somewhere another deposit un¬ 
known hut enormou* imporUnAK Thi# 
ia washed by water* that carry its 
soda into the lake under the boiling 
sun of the tropics, and then the wat- r 
•vaporstes and deposits the salts."

"If the Russians come, we, the 
Bulgarians, will stand aside and let 
the Germans and the Turks flght 
them Our soldiers wilj not tire a 
shot at our liberators. This, I can 
assure you. ia definitely settled.” woe 
the declaration of a superior Bulgar¬ 
ian officer, to a newspaper correspon¬ 
dent in Bofia. 

“These solemn words were uttered 
with great emotion and decision 
while our train was standing at Plevi 
na. that historic place where the 
army of the Tsar Alexander, the Lib¬ 
erator. won the liberty of downtrod¬ 
den Bulgaria by the blood of thous¬ 
ands of Russian soldiers 37 years ago. 

"What the Bulgarian officer declar¬ 
ed to rnS at Plevna I heard and wit¬ 
nessed everywhere during my journey 
through Bulgaria. Boidiers and civil- 
laha, old and young alike, with an in¬ 
significant exception, preserve in the 
depths of their heart a great love and 
reverenoe for the Russians"

Price of Wheat 

In All Modern Were the Price ef 
Wheat Has Been High 

The highest averags price of British 
wheat during the last century and a 
quarter is quoted as being $3 86 per 
bushel, this being the price obtained 
iu 1812. during the European ware and 
our war with the United States. In all 
modern wars the price of wheat has 
been relatively high and has fluctu¬ 
ated greatly. In manjr cases the high 
level prices has continued for some 
time after the declaration of peace. 
The course of prices during the pres¬ 
ent conflict seems to confirm this gen¬ 
eral tendency. 

During the Napoleonic were the 

t rice of wheel in Europe fluctuated 
rlwrrn 4.1 Ml and II 80 In 1822 it had 
fallen to $1.37. In 1825 it was quoted 
st $2 07. and in 1836 at $1.19. The 
price now kept fairly steady until 1*47. 
the year of the potato famine in Ire 
land when It rose to $2.13. In 1849 
the repeal of Die corn law became ef¬ 
fective and there woe a declin** gradu¬ 
ally until 1*61 $1.17 was reached. In 
1853 began the Crimean war which 
ended in 1*56 During this period 
the prices again rose, reaching in the 
last year of the war $2.10 During 
the Italian war of 1859 and the Ameri¬ 
can civil war, 1861— eft thee price re¬ 
mained fairly steady being in the 
last year of the war $1.27 per bushel. 
The laet very high priced wheat waa 
in 1876 and 1877 coincident with the 
Turko-8iberian war and the Balkan 
wars. However, the price* wore com¬ 
paratively low to what they were in 
the early part of the century, being 
only $1.73 aa compared with $3 86 dur¬ 
ing the former period. In 1886 wheat 
waa selling at $0.94 per bushel and 
only went over the dollar mark uoon 
three occasions until the present time 
These were, in 1891, $1.13; in 1898. 
$1.03, and in 1909. $1.13. In 1916 it 
rose to $1.61, which was the highest 
price asked since 1877.

One feele impell¬ 
ed to laugh, to shout, to strike out. 
to do violent things. To eleep or sit 
with folded hands would drive one 
mad. There is that in the air whieh 
compels like the lash of a whip. 

Over this brown waste, sheltering a 
million seedlings, trails an endless Una 
of native life. A dull blue, curiously 
blunt outline—wheelbarrow men with 

r iwiing legs and arms wide cut- 
tched. coolies with bamboo poles 
slung across their shoulders, innumer¬ 
able mules, cased like warriors in 
brass-studded bridles and head-pieces, 
donkeys picking little steps with litters 
on their becks, with wide toppling 
loads, with native women sitting 
astride far back upon their tiny 
haunches.

The sewing machine in 
similar fashion put out of work hun¬ 
dreds of seamstresses. The mowing 
machine and the aelf binding reaper 
drove thousands of farm hands from 
hay and wheat fields. 

1 know that in three hours s hand¬ 
ful of dock hands can load 12,000 of 
i r• <i> 999 upon a lake steamer where 
once a small army of men couldn't do 
it in * day. 

I have seen fifty men and women 
Uni three dart in a Japanese harbor 
to put ore thousand tons of coal in 
the bunkers of s small steamer. They 
hoisted it tn with rice straw baskets. 

You may go down to some of our 
own modern piers on the Delaware 
and see s vast iron hand reach out. 
grasp a carload of coal and dump tho 
contents into the hold of a ship as 
easily as you put a spoonful of sugar 
in your coffee cup aud in about the 
same time.

Thoroughness ef Work Is On* *♦ The 
Cardinal Principle* of the 
Successful Farmer 

We once hoard an excellent farmer 

"It takes an able, brainy man te 
ao lay out farm work and follow it up 
as to get the beet possible results. *e 
are all too much smitten with the idea 
that our profit coiues from the amount 
of work hall done rather than the 
amouut well done. When 1 wo* a boy 
hoeing corn, my father used to tell 
‘me that the best hoed hill brought the 
largest yield and the heat corn. Rush¬ 
ing along and hoeing a lot of hills 
pourly. he oaid, was no way to make 
| money growing corn. 1 think that 
principle applies in all of our farm 
work. The (arm where the work »* 
moat thoroughly done, and care token 
not to lay out more work lhau can be | 
well done, is the one 1 have noticed 
that makes the most clear profit” 

W* think our termer rriend was 
right on general principles in his idea 
that it takes marked abiljty to .ay 
out and practice thoroughness of work 
on the farm. Three things stand in, 
the wav: 

L A lack of broad Intelligence and I 
judgment on the part of the farmer. | 
We ail know that there are but few 
such fanners compared with the 
whole 

2. The constant hazard and un¬ 
certainty of the Weather 

3. The scarcity of good farm help 
and its high expense. 

But these three difficulties do not 
change the logic of the situation. It 
remains just the same that thorough, 
comprehensive judgment and practice 
In the doing of our farm work pays 
the best Half-hoeing the hills of 
corn in order to hue more than we 
can hoe well, don't pay. Lack of thor¬ 
oughness is the curse of fanning at 
any and all times. 

We are all poisoned with the old 
notion of turning off a lot of half 
tiniahed work; keeping a lot of poor 
cow# rather than a leas number of 
good ones; trying to till more seres 
than we can plow and till well. Of 
course, help will always be scarce and 
expensive on such a farm for there 
i* laid out twice as much work aa can 
be done with the help the fanner 
thinks he can afford to keep. There 
are any number of three and four men 
farms being run with two men. Un¬ 
der such conditions how can they 
pay the profit they should pay? 

When we get down good and hard 
to the idea of doing our farm work 
better than be heve been doing, ke«p- 
ing only such cows as can do good 
work; taking the best car# possible 
of our products when we have been 
to the expense of raising them; then 
we will find that he have a good deal 
more money with whieh to employ 
expensive help and make needed im¬ 
provements. The channel through 
which good profits come on the farm 
is the moat thorough efficiency pos¬ 
sible. As we lower efficiency we low¬ 
er profit, and there we are. Half- 
done work never has paid and nevir 
will. To avoid this trouble we must 
enlarge our vision, our ability, our in¬ 
telligence. That’s the only way to 
better success

Utilizing Waste Material 

The Cemmerciel Value of a Noxious 
Wssd le Discovarsd 

The manner in which the cominer- 
oial neceaalties imposed bv the war, 
le-HresuKioff in the utilisation of ma¬ 
terial hitherto considered mere waste 
or positively nuisance, is nowhere 
more strongly illustrated than in the 
report which comes from Queensland, 
to the effect tliat It is proposed to use 
the growth of Prickly Pears in *hat 
country for the production of Potash 
on a commercial basis. The Prickly 
Pear has proven one of the most 
troublesome of the noxious weeds in 
Queensland. It had become such a 
nuisance, that its destruction on a 
large scale bv means of arseniou* tri¬ 
chloride, had been seriously contem¬ 
plated. It has been discovered, how. 
ever, that it is possible to extract fif¬ 
teen per cent, of Potash, from the 
ashes of this plant, by means of wash¬ 
ing. In this way one-half ton of 
eighty per cent. Potassium Carbonate 
may be obtained, to the acre. Ihe 
ash is gathered by means .of a vacuum 
machiue, but only cne-hali of it is 
recovered. This method is in actual 
operation on one block ot land of 10.- 
000 acres, which is infested by prickly 
pear and the statement is made that 
it is (K>ssible that Queensland may 
eventually, be able to export Potash, 
manufactured from this source.

Action Bsing Taken in U. 8. to Safe¬ 
guard the Psoplo Against Con¬ 
trolled Markets. 

The American Live Stock Associa¬ 
tion. the Corn Brit Meat Producers 
Association, the Kansss Lire Stock 
Association, the Texas Stock Growers 
Convention, the Missouri Cattle. 
8 wine and Sheep Feeders Executive 
Committee, and the Panhandle and 
Southwestern Stockmens Association 
are on the war path, hunting the scalp 
of Controlled Markets During 1810 
and *16 these various association* have 
resolved In conventions against thr 
octopus of Controlled Markets and * t 
in motion an effort to diacov< 
modus operand! of said octopus.

feeders hsv# lost hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars in the last two years, 
yet the price of fresh meats and pack¬ 
ed meats have been high, giving the . 
packers nearly double the surplus 
earnings of 1916 over 1914 They get 
war prices for what they sell but fail 
to pay war prices to ths farmers for 
stock on foot It is time something 
is done to safe-guard the people 
against Controlled Markets.

Crop 

"As a crop likoly to be quite as 

C rofitabls as wheal thia year.” says 
lr. Uriadale. "may be mentioned 
flax. The annual consumption of flax¬ 
seed is in *he neighborhood uf 30 .. 
000,000 bushels an thia continent. 
Tlie oombined crops of seed in Can¬ 
ada and the United State* fall usually 
12 .000.000 or 16.000.000 bushels short, 
of thia amount. This extra seed is 
normally brought from Argentine, and 
ia coming in at the present. The high 1 
cost of ocean transportation at pres¬ 
ent (about 70c ‘per- Kuans! from Buenos 
Ayres to New York) has had the nat¬ 
ural effect of raising the price of' 
every bushel of seed on thia contin¬ 
ent so that now instead of .70 to flOc a 
bushel aa was the price at Winnipeg 
in 1912. 91.96 to »2 00 per bushel is 
bein^ paid at the seme point. 

“Where wheat seeding has progress¬ 
ed rather slowly, it will often be ad¬ 
visable to sow th# last few acres in¬ 
tended for wheat rather to flax. The 
cash returns per acre from the two 
crope are likely to be practically 
equal thia year, and about the tame 
ae they were last year. For thia rea¬ 
son. it ia well worth trying flax and 
running no risk with late wheat which 
ia usually a poor crop. 

“Only clean seed should be sown 
and that on clean land. A limited 
area of well prepared land sown with 
clean seed will be more profitable 
than a large area of badlv prepared 
land' on which dirty seed is used.” 

“For the new settler or the man 
with new breaking done before May 
26 to 26th, flax offers an opportunity 
for money making thi* v» ar on thia 
land such as is not possible with any 
other crop. Breaking about three 
inches deep, discing aa soon as brok¬ 
en ao as to fill all openings or spaces ( 
between the furrows and to conserve 
moisture as well as make a solid seed 
bed. will be such s pMiaratu.n a* 

{ ives a fair chance of a fair crop of 
sx if good seed ie carefully sown 
before the first of June. 8ow at the 
rate of 30 to 40 lbs. per acre.
